H\>w 
th e problem of fireproofing was selv ed 
wag told by Prof. W. H. Perkin at

Alum, 
sodium 
tungstate and oth er salts were known 
to give cloth resistance to fire, but 
q uickly wash ed out; and a process to 
be successful must not damage feel or 
durability , make th e cloth damp 
or 
dusty nor affect th e colors or design, 
must be non-poisonous and m st be 
permanent, resisting many 
wash ings. 
Sodium tungstate and alum were first 
used, in th e ex pectation th at th e re­ 
sulting aluminum tungstate would be 
effective.

F o r tho se 
which a re co nfined, ho wever, a small 
amo unt o f a variety o f o th er grains, 
such as millet, canary 
seed, barley, 
etc., m ay be added, and th is sho uld 
l>c fed abo ut the middle o f th e m o rn ­ 
ing, sc attered o n the gro und o r amo n g 
the litter, an d again in the late r a fte r -1 
no o n. 
T hese fine grains a re chiefly 
valuable a s inducing exercise an d af­ 
fo rding slo w no urishment. 
It is alm o st un n ecessary to state 
that a plentiful supply o f go o d, fresh, 
o o l w ater m ust be befo re th e chicks 
at all tim es, and in additio n if they 
are no t o n fre» - range green s an d grit 
must he pro vided. 
The abo ve system o f feedin g, pro ­ 
vided o th er co nditio ns are fairly no r­ 
mal, will gro w chicks which will have 
the health, vitality and capacity that 
will m ean m uch future pro fit.
